CANADA'S FIRST CITIZEN 18 
SUDDENLY CALLED. 


The Canadian Premier Dies 
at Windsor Castle, After 
secing Sworn in Privy 
Councillor — An Intellee- 
tual Giant is Taken at the 
Zenith of His Success. 


When the intelligence spread 
throughout town on Wednesday after- 
noon that Sir John Tho::pson, Cana- 
ada’s Prine Minister, was dead, 
refused to «ive credence to the report. 
But anxious faces belied the affectation 
“Oh ! the cable has been 
mis-interpreted,” “the 
despatch has read that Sir John dined 
at Windsor Castle, and in transmission 
‘dined’ has become ‘ died.’ ” 

The news was tuo true, and it was 
universally felt that in the Premier’s 
death Canada has sustained an incal- 
culable loss which the extreme sudden- 
ness makes all the more terrible. 

On Wednesday morning the Premier 
left London for Windsor . Castle (in 
company with  Postmaster-General 
Morley, Lord Ripon and others) for 
the especial purpose of being sworn in 
as member ot the judiciary of the Privy 
Council, and at the Queen’s command 
to dine with Her Majesty. In due 
time Sir John was made a member of 
the Council, and afterwards luncheon 
was partaken.of. With the members 
of the Imperial cabinet he was still at 
tuble, when with scarce « symptom of 
‘ness Sir John dropred lif)less.

Order System of Nova Scotia. The 
late Premier was born in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, on the 10th November, 
1844, and was educated at the common 
school and Free Church scademy in 
that city. He was called to the 
bar of Nova Scotia in July, 1865, and 
wppointed Queen’s Counsel in May, 
1879. He was counsel on behalf of 
the U.S. Government acting with 
American lawyers before the Fishery 
Commission sitting at Halifax under 
the treaty of Washington. He was 
appointed a member of the Executive 
Council and Attorney General for 
Nova Scotia on the 22nd of October, 
L875, and was Premier and Attorney 
General from May 25th, 1882, untal 
July 25th, 1882, when he resigned his 
position upon his appointment as a 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia, On his appointment as Minis- 
ter of Justice in the Dominion Cabinet 
on September 25th, 1885, he resigned 
his seat on the Bench, aiid was elected 
to « seat in the House of Commons in 
October, 1885. Since that time he 
has remained a member of each Cab- 
inet and has retained his seat in the 
Commons. In 1888 be was created a 
K.C.M.G. for services in connection 
with the Fishery Treaty. 

Upon the death of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald in 1891, Sir John Thompson 
became leader in the House cf Com- 
mons on the Government side, and 
upon the resignation of Sir J. J. C. 
Abbott on November 25th, 1892, he 
hecame Jeader of the Government. Ia 
February, 1892, he was a member of 
the delegation of Canadian Ministers 
who visited Washington, and arranged 
many matters of internationa! interest. 
In 1893 he was a member of the 
Benring Sea Tribunal, and rendere:: 
Canada great service. In 1870 he 
married Annie E, daughter of Capt. 
Aflleck, of Halifax, and has surviving 
issue two sons and a daughter.

It seems not unlikely that 
Chapleau may be asked to resign the 
Lieutenant-Governorship of Quebec to 
lend his undoubted brilliance of ability 
and oft-proven political sagacity in aid 
of his former colleagues, but it is 
searcely suggested that he would be an 
acceptable Prine Minister. 

In Sir John Thompson's death, the 
severe blow will be felt by the Conser- 
vative party not less than by Canada 
as w whole,—and the loss to Canada 
has touched the entire Dominion to the 
quick. Sir John was one man in the 
Parliament of Canada—and such men 
are not too plentiful—in whom the 
people of Canada felt contidence. He 
was universally looked upon az a “safe” 
man. Liberals viewed him much as 
Conservatives view the Hon. Edward 
Blake. There might he differences in 


policy, but it was felt that Sir John 
would stoop to no trick to gain a point, 
and that he depended for preferment 
always upon the advocacy of what he 
believed to be right. 

The existence in public life of such 
men as Thompson and Laurier does 
more to obliterate Protestant religious 
prejudice against Roman Catholics 
than can be calculated while the 
possibility of their removal is not 
considered.

Evidently there is nowa 
more stable market forapples. The orchard 
should henceforth be an important resource 
to the farmer. Apple-growing will repay 
farnsers for the attention they give to it. 
Astkees die out farmers should see that 
they are replaced by those on which our 
bestiapples are grown. We could do with 
less common fruit.

The explanation of thissurprising advance 
in wheat production given by Argentine 
authorities and the British representative 
at Buenos Ayres, is that it is due partly to 
the high gold premium which has prevailed 
for several years, and partly to the settle- 
ment of the country by a large number of 

| Italian immigrants, who are content to 
Fates from sunrise to sunset, and even by 
moonlight, for a bare living. They spend 
hardly anything, it is said, upon imported 
merchandise, which the gold premiom 
makes dear, while they sell their wheat at 
| gold prices and pay nearly all their ex- 
| penses in the deprecidted paper currency, 
which is said to go almost as tar as ever in 
payments which they have to make. 

If this is to be taken as the main explan- 

i 

position to extend their wheat industry 
when prices are unremunerative to growers 
in nearly all other countries, their enter- 
prise is built on a very insecure foundation. 
English farmers, at any rate, cannot grow 
wheat at 20s, a quarter. A thrifty Scotch 
farmer in Kesex a few years ago aztonished 
the readers of an agricultural paper by 
giving figures to show that he could grow 
wheat at a profit to sell at 30s. a quarter ; 
but he disposed of the straw as well as the 
grain, and he still holds to 30s. as his 
minimum. It is incredible that the world 
can long be supplied with wheat at present 
prices, unless a series of ‘‘lean years” occurs 
to cause a recovery in value, it will, in all 
probablity, be brought by a considerabie 
reduction of the wheat area.

Ambergris, or gray amber, is a secretion 
found in the intestines of diseased sperm 
whales. Sometimes, in warm climates, it 1s 
found floating on the sea, or thrown up on 
the coasts. 

Centuries ago, when first discovered, it 
was thought to be the solidified foam ot the 
| sea, or a fungoid growth of the sea, similar 
| to the fungi which grow on trees on land. 
| Iv is only within a compsratively short time 
| that its true character was discovered. It 
| is supposed now to be practically a biliary 
| calculus; certainly every whale in which 
| ambergris has been tound has been sick; and 
it is beiieved that the sickness has been due 
to the presence of ambergris. When amber- 
gris was first introduced :nto Europe it was 
used in medicines, in flavoring wines and in 
making perfumes. Now it is used for the 
last purpose only, though in the East Indies 
it is stjliian article of the pharmacopoeia. 
Ambergris, when first taken from the whale 
is of a deep gray colur, soft tu the touch, 
and of a disagreeable smell. When ex 
to the air, it hardens, loses color, and deve- 
lops a sweet, earthy emell. It is worth

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VISITING THE VINEYARDS. 


Canadian Wine Growers Can Produce a 
Good Articte if the Public Will Mave 
Faith in Them. 

Mr. Thomas Macfarlane, chief analyst of 
the Inland Revenue Department, returned 
to Ottawa the other day after a two weeks’ 
tour offaspection in the wine producing 
districts of Ontario. An impression pre- 
vails abroad that the climate of Canada 
will not permit the growing of such vari- 
eties of grapes as will produce the kest 
quality of wines. It wasto obtain infor- 
mation that would dissipate this idea, if 
possible, that Mr. Macfarlane made his 
trip. He visited the vineyards of Pelee 
island, Sandwich, St. Catharinesand ° Nis- 
gara, and expressed the juice from various 
varieties of grapes, and tested the resulting 
musta aéto their gravity. The tests gave 
from 13 to 25 per cent. of saccharine mat- 
ter, indicating that several of the varieties 


of Canadian grown grapes yield as rich 
musts as dothe French and Rhine grapes 
from which the imported bottled French 


and Rhenish wines are produced. Mr. 
MacfarMine says there is no necessity for 
making any additions to theCanadian wines 
in their manufacture; provided always that 
the product is preserved and sold in bottles 
His conclusion is that the Canadian wire 
growers are in a position to produce a good 
article if the public will have faith in them, 
and will pay the price necessary to supply 
them in @ bottled condition. The Ontario 
grape crop this year bas been excellent, but 
many of the growers have sold their grapes 
rather than take any risks in making wine 
from them, as they are somewhat afraid of 
the effects of the French treaty. There 1s 
however, a considerable quantity of wine 
being made. 


FRUIT AND FOREST TREES. 

Successfal Experlaments are Beinz Mad 
iu the North-West and Beitish Colum- 
bia With Fruit and Forest Trees. 


Prof. Saunders, director of the Central 
Experimental Farm, has returned to O:tawa 
from Britigh Columbia. At the Indian 
Head farm he says there are over 120,000 
forest trees now growing. Small fruits are 


doing remarkably well. A variety of Si- 
berian crab grows satisfactorily there, and 
experiments were begun this year by cross- 
ing to raise hardier varieties of large fruits. 
At Agassiz, B. C., there are over 1,200 
ruit trees planted, including apples, plu-:ns, 
peaches, cherries and other varicties. The 
success of the fruit trees which have been 
experimented with on the bench lands have 
been eurprisingly satisfactory. From the 
success oi-these experiments Mr. Saunders 
looks forward to the utilization of patches 
of land on the hill sides, now unfit for agri 
culture, for growing fruit trees with good 
results, specially when tke advantage of 
early fruitifig is taken into account. In 


forest treea growing a* the Agassiz farm on 
the mountain sides, and it is expected to 
put in about 5,000 of these trees a year, the 
department of the Interior having trans- 
ferred 80C acres of mountain land to the 
farm for that purpose. One very important 
work which is being carried on at the ex- 
perimental farms is the cross fertilization 
of grains with a view to raising early ma- 
turing varieties. In the past six years 700 
varieties of grain have been raised oy 
hybridizing, and 400 of the most suitabie 
are now ubder test.

NEWFOUNDLAND AS IT IS. 


Struggles ef the Celeny fer Trade—Re-

Newfoundland has always been a curious 
study, writes a correspondent. It occu- 
pies, so to speak,a little eddy in the worlds’ 
commercial trade. There has been much en- 
terprise in its one or two important trading 
centres, and 3 good deal of wealth accnmu- 
lated. Once it bade fair to wrest the 
whaling trade away from the sailors of the 
southern fishing ports. At another time 
the seals ‘came down,” as the expression 
is, and fortune: again seemed promising. 
Both these hopes ultimately vanished, and 
the single codfishing industry was left. 

The island is believed to abcund in min- 
eral wealth. Dr. Harvey’s commission, 
four or five years ago, demonstrated the 
existence of very rich bituminous coal fields, 
On the north iron pyrites are found in 
abundance. Towards the west—the un- 
lucky ‘‘French coast,”’ which figures as an 
afterthought in half » dozen European 
treaties—there are some fine fields of asbes- 
tos and strata of marble. But the asbestos 
and marble cannot be mined, because the 
French treaty gives no harbor privilege. | 
to the English and nc interior privileges to 
the French. Newfoundland has no msnu- 
factures, and could not mine and export its 
coal at a profit.

Two years ago last June St. John’s was 
almost destroyed by fire. It was the end 
of an exceptionally dry month, a violent | 
south-west gale was blowing, half the 
city’s buildings were wooden, and tie fire 
having sturted in the western section, fully 
three-fourths of the business part of th 
city was by morning reduced to ashes. 
This disaster came after two seasons of 
poor luck at the fisheries, and at a time too 
when emigration to Canada and the United 
States had become considerable ; it seemed, 
therefore, aimost a finishing stroke. But 
the event waa quite otherwise. New- 
foundland recovered quickly from the 
business destruction. The people are used 
to poverty ; what they have to sell is not 
dependent on buildinge, machinery, or 
store-houses ; and as a matter of fact the 
first year or two after the fire was marked 
by a seeming return of prosperity. A 
thousand persons, perhaps, out of St. 
John’s 25,000 inhabitants lived through 
an autumn and a winter in temporary huts 
in a public park, and suffered much from 
the storms and cold. But when spring 
came, building operations beyan perforce 
again ; asthe people say, ‘*‘ the insurance 
money was being spent.” Employment for 
the poor was plentiful, and the season’s 
catch of cod was once more abundant.

If it is true that the dramatist and the 


novelict hold the mirror up to nature, how 


does it come that we find so few admirable 

mothers in their works? In history and 
| biography, as in reai life, mothers hold

of men. From the days of the Gracchi to 
| the present moment maternal love and filial 
j affection have been esteemed the noblest of 
all the virtues, and yet how seldom do we 
see them portrayed in fiction ? The drama- 
tists as arule make their mother characters 
wicked or silly, and the novelists too often 
hola them up to ridicule. In allof Shake- 
speare’s thirty-seven plays there is cnly 
one really admirable mother, the Countess 
Rousillon in ‘* All’s Well That End's Well.” 
Tamora in ** Titus Andronicus,” the Queen 
in ‘‘ Cymbelire,” Lady Capulet and the 
Queen of Denmark are dreadful or despic- 
able creatures, while Queen Constance, 


Queen Elinor, the Duchess of York, and 
Volumnia in the historical playa are en- 
tirely too robust and far from lovable. 
But the noveiiste are the greatest sinners 
in this respect, the feminine writers of fic- 
tion being no whit behind the masculine.

AMERICA’S CUSTOMERS FOR COAL. 


England and Notthe United States Sup. 
plies the South American Markets. 

‘ The distance between Liverpool and the 
nearest port in South América is about 
three times as great as that from New York 
city to the nearest port in the same contin- 
ent. Notwithstanding this fact and the 
prodigious supply of American coal, the 
South American states and those of Central 
America and the West Indies usually get 
their coal from England snd not from the { 
United States. According to recent official 
figures less than 1,000 tons of American 
coal was exported from the United States 
to Brazil in a year, against 700,000 tons of 
British coal. The greater part of the Eng 
lish coal exported to Erazil is shipped from 
Cardiff, the market price in Brazil being

Dr. Bowdler Sharpe, of Australia, recent- 
ly lectured on bird life. He mentioned the 
hoatzin or reptilian bird, which builds ite 
nest just above the water-line, near iakes 
and rivers; tke chicks have little claws or 
hooks on the end of their unfledged wings, 
with which they can climb upcut of *he 
flood if it threatens the security of the 
nest. The magapodes, or mound builders, 
of the Malayan Archipelago, build in place 
of nests huge earthen mounds 10 ft. high 
and 50 ft. or 60 ft. in circumference, wherein 
they place their eggs to inoubate. The 
young can fly immediately they come from 
the shell, Concerning curiosities or orna- 
mentation in birds, Dr, Sharpe pointed out 
that honors for good looks in the bird races 
went always without exception to the male 
sex. He surprised his audience with the 
remark that the peacock’s gorgeous ** tail’ 
is not his tail at all, but an aggregation of 
the long feathers from the lower part of the 
back. The pretty little bearded titmouse, 
now nearly extinct in the Fen country, was 
shown with his still smaller wife carefully 
shielded under his wing. Of nesting curi- 
osities the examples were numerous and 
varied. There was the industrious *‘ tailor 
bird” of India—smalier thana robin—which 
sewed leaves together with thread in order 
to form a sort of hammock for the support of 
its nest. An Indian friend of the lecturer 
had supplied these birds with various sorts 


‘of colored cotton, all of which they most 


thankfully made use of in their sartorial 
operations. The ‘weaver bird’s’’ nest 
would, according to Dr. Sharpe, make an 
exceilent and durable football. It was 
found all over India and the Malay Islends, 
woven tightly together of rushes, ferns, 
palms, leaves, and so forth, the workman- 
ship being as neat and substantial as any 
lady in the room could turn out, Other 
eccentric nest builders illustrated were tie 

ndulous titmouse and the oil bird of 

rinidad, so called on account of its exces— . 
sively plump, fat, not to say oily, condition 
—a thing hardly to be wondered at in the 
young birds, which are reared most approe 
priately in a nest like a Stilton cheese. The 
Trinidad natives go- buccaneering after 
these oleaginous youngsters into the rocky 
and «lmost iascenaibie caves, where they 
are born at certain seasons of the year. 
Taies about the jealous hornbill, who impri: . 
sons the wife behind a muddy rampart in. 
some hole in a tree, are of course familiar 
to everybody. Dr. Sharpe, however, men- 
tioned one curious fact, namely, that if the 
male is shot all his relations in their neigh- 
borhood gather round and charitably main- 
tain the widow with a kind of “living 
cubsistence”’ until the impoztant hatching 
process is over.
